local landmark. Might I remind you that both of these good 
citizens have an outstanding record of service to their local 
community? 

For many years, these people have operated their 
business in a most professional, dignified, and courteous 
manner.

The battle for Iwo Jima began on February 19, 
1945. After 26,000 American casualties (killed in action), 
27 Medals of Honor, and 36 days of hell, it ended. This 
was the bloodiest single battle of World War II. It may also 
have been the US Marine Corps' finest hour. Admiral 
Chester Nimitz said that ''uncommon valor was a com- 
mon virtue" amongst the Marines in this battle.

(prayer, firing, taps); 

• 12:30 pm - Ceremony in Great Hall, State 
House; and 

• 1:30 pm - Reception/ Collation.

Rochester Land Trust 

The Rochester Land Trust and The Trustees of 
Reservation recently announced their joint effort to 
permanently protect 800 acres of Eastover Farm. This 
farm is well-known to all Rochester residents for its 
striking yellow buildings, the Clydesdale horses, fine 
stone walls, massive Norway maples, and the rolling 
hay fields and pastures that extend to Leonards Pond. The 
Marys Pond Road farm, owned by the extended Hiller 
and Carr families, has had several major crops: dairy 
cows, blueberries, row crops, and more recently, cranber- 
ries. 

While many cranberry growers faced with 
financial difficulty must develop their land into house 
lots, Eastover Farm's owners would prefer to perma- 
nently preserve the working farm land, bogs and woods. 
According to the acquisition proposal, the Towns of 
Rochester and Marion, the Rochester Land Trust, The 
Trustees of Reservations and other conservation organiza- 
tions will own both land and conservation restrictions on 
the 800 acres in Rochester and Marion. The cost of perma- 
nent protection for 800 acres is over $6 million. The 
money will come from public and private sources. Over 
the next two months, the Land Trust and The Trustees will 
be meeting with Rochester town boards and organizations 
to discuss the costs and benefits of having the town vote 
(at Town Meeting and at the annual election April 9) to 
fund $1,950,000 of this conservation project.

Jack Nicholson has been cloaked in respectful critical and 
Oscar-watcher buzz for exactly the wrong performance. People 
are responding to his work as the retired, depressive widower 
Warren Schmidt in About Schmidt as if he'd never done anything 
like it before — as if he'd never dialed himself down and given a 
muted, pained performance. For that, I refer you to his outstanding 
work under the direction of Sean Penn: The Crossing Guard (1996) 
and The Pledge (2000), neither of which got much attention. Why 
now? Why this draggy, overcast, simplistic drama? Is it 
Nicholson's courage in wearing his hair in a combo ver of such 
deep ugliness that it puts Peter Jackson's Uruk-hai to shame? 

Warren Schmidt, at 66, is dissatisfied with his life. You can 
tell because director Alexander Payne and his writing partner Jim 
Taylor make every effort to surround Warren in big, lonely 
spaces that still feel cramped — his suddenly half-empty house, 
the mammoth Winnebago he drives from Omaha to Denver for 
the wedding of his daughter (Hope Davis in a bad mood that 
seems to have carried over from Hearts in Atlantis) to a dopey 
mullethead (Dermot Mulroney). This trip is somewhat out of 
character for Warren, who's so unaccustomed to movement that 
the undulations of a water bed nearly cripple him. Warren is a 
self-pitying lump at the center of an overlong movie that has 
nothing in particular to say about his plight. 

Payne and Taylor previously crafted two deft, razor-sharp 
satires — Citizen Ruth (1996) and Election (1999) — and one wants 
to respond to About Schmidt as some sort of comment on the 
emptiness of a lifelong company man whose routine is doubly 
shattered when he finds himself minus an occupation and a wife. 
If the road trip is supposed to give Warren a sense of purpose, as 
a murder gave Nicnolson's retired cop in The Pledge renewed 
vigor, it doesn't seem to. Warren holds everything in; the only 
person he opens up to is Ndugu, a six-year-old African boy he's 
sponsoring by mail. Along with his $22 monthly checks, he sends 
letters to Ndugu in which his seething resentment of his life is at 




odds with the neutrally dyspeptic face he wears around everyone 
else. 

Mostly, the satire here amounts to nudging us into feeling 
superior to other people's lives. There are also crude touches like 
a urine motif: Warren bitterly celebrates his new independence 
by whizzing on the toilet seat; the next time we see him relieving 
himself it's after he's made a speech of glowing tribute to the 
newlyweds, a lie to make his daughter happy on her wedding 
day. Payne's cold eye freezes our responses when he tries for 
warmth. What are we supposed to make of the sexually liberated 
mother-of-the-groom, played by Kathy Bates in her usual let's- 
cut-the-crap mode? Bates, easily the best element of the movie, 
represents what Warren recoils from — spontaneity, 
outspokenness — because he sorely lacks it, but Payne undercuts 
her in subtle ways by clothing her in gauche outfits, or by not 
clothing her at all. 

Through this aimless movie drifts Nicholson, a flabby balloon 
full of toxic self-hate. This performance is a mere faint echo of the 
sharp self-loathing he lacerated us with in The Crossing Guard. 
Nicholson's films with Sean Penn show him as a real actor still 
capable of surprise. About Schmidt is just Jack coasting in a role as 
tailor-made for him as the neurotic Melvin Udall in As Good As It 
Gets. You may recall that for his audience-tickling efforts in that 
film, Nicholson grabbed his third Oscar; he may well get a fourth 
for the audience-reassuring Warren Schmidt, whose pain at 
wasting his life is vague enough not to scare anyone off and 
distant enough from Nicholson himself — who celebrates his 
forty-fifth year of film acting this year — to let us know he's just 
playing a part that has nothing to do with him.

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Peltier's Case Still Active 




American Indian activist 
Leonard Peltier remains 
jailed and local Peltier 
supporters hoped that his 
daughter, Marquetta, could 
shed some hope about his 
situation. 



She was scheduled to speak recently at Cape Cod 
Community College. However, supporters were in for 
another disappointment. 

She did not appear. Her cancellation was due, 
according to a spokesman for the school, to "catastrophic" 
family illness. Ms. Peltier might appear at the school on 
March 1, he added. 

When pressed to reveal if the cancellation was due to 
political pressure from state figures or the FBI, the 
spokesman said it wasn't. But a longtime Peltier supporter 
from Sandwich, who has followed the case over the years 
and even visited the Pine Ridge Indian Reservation in 
South Dakota — and the scene of the murder of two FBI 
agents for which Peltier was convicted — said she has 
doubts as to why Ms. Peltier did not appear. 

Peltier is currently serving two consecutive life terms 
for these murders . His imprisonment has brought protests 
from the well-known, such as Robert Redford, Nelson 
Mandela, and the late William Kunstler, to letters signed 
by 12 million Soviet citizens. Redford narrated a movie. 
Incident at Oglala (1992), which shows the contradictory 
statements issued by the FBI in evidence used to convict 
Peltier. 

Meanwhile, two others — Robert Robideau and 
Darrelle (Dino) Butler — were acquitted for the same 
alleged crime. 

Perhaps more important than Redford' s film is In the 
Spirit of Crazy Horse, written by Peter Matthieussen. Tied 
up in court actions for eight years by the FBI and then- 
South Dakota Governor William Janklow, the book was 
finally printed. In addition, book dealers and book buyers 
were dealth the wrath of the FBI because the book poked 
holes in the case against Peltier and the conditions that 
existed on the reservation. 

It was these conditions that prompted actions by the 
American Indian Movement. Peltier was a member of the 
group and sought to rid the reservation of corruption and 
murders that existed there. The book places most of the 
blame for these conditions on the apathy of the FBI 



toward reservation head Robert Wilson, who used 
government funds to set up a vigilante-type police force, 
employed to intimidate residents. 

The two agents, Ronald Williams and Jack Coler, 
were chasing a red vehicle in Oglala near the reservation 
at the time. The Jumping Bull property was there. The 
agents reportedly began shooting at some residents on 
the property, which housed women and children, along 
with men. 

The FBI maintains that the agents only had handguns 
and another report, from persons being shot at, says they 
had at least one rifle or shotgun. The agents were killed, 
shot point blank after being wounded. This led to a 
massive show of force and firepower against the Indians. 

Consequently, a 21 -year-old man was killed by an FBI 
sharpshooter. He was picked off at random. There is no 
report that he was armed. He was simply a target for 
indiscriminate firing. 

Robideau, Butler and Peltier, along with dozens of 
others, fled the scene. Captured, Butler and Robideau 
were tried in Cedar Rapids, Iowa, and acquitted. A juror 
member later told of the prosecution's attempt to introduce 
testimony from a known criminal who perjuriously 
claimed to have heard Butler, with whom he shared a cell, 
admit to the killings. 

With Peltier on trial, this time in Fargo, ND, two 
teenage Indian boys provided testimony for the 
prosecution and later would say they were threatened 
and intimidated by the FBI. Also, Myrtle Poor Bear would 
give incriminating contradictory affidavits about Peltier. 
Her mental resources are questionable and later, 
contradicting testimony that she was his girlfriend, she 
would say: "I didn't know what Leonard looked like until 
I met him in the court room." She claimed to have been 
coerced by the FBI. 

Evidence about the shell casing found at the murder 
scene matching a gun found at Robideau's burned-out 
car, thereby positively linking Peltier, was found to be 
untrue by a laboratory. The prosecution had leaned heavily 
on this issue. 

Peltier had been in prison since 1977. Groups 
throughout the country and individuals from every 
occupation and position support his claim to innocence. 
His situation, like that of Sacco and Vanzetti, has political 
but historic resonance behind it. Let's see if his daughter 
speaks on March 1 ... or anytime.

Defect Determined in Notice of Planning Board Hearing 
The Attorney General has determined that one or more of the notice 
requirements for the Planing Board Hearing relating to the above 
Article(s) failed to comply with the notice requirements for such 
hearing as set forth in G.L. c. 40A, §5. Section provides in part: 

No zoning ordinance or by-law or amendment thereto shall be 
adopted until after the planning board in a city or town, and the city 
council or a committee designated or appointed for the purpose by 
said council has each held public hearing thereon, together or 
separately, at which interested persons shall be given an 
opportunity to be heard. Said public hearing shall be held within 
sixty-five days after the proposed zoning ordinance or by-law is 
submitted to the planning board by the city council or selectmen or 
if there is none, within sixty-five days after the proposed zoning 
ordinance or by-law is submitted to the council or selectmen. 
Notice of the time and place of such public hearing, 
of the subject matter, sufficient for identification , and of the place 
where texts and maps thereof may be inspected shall be published
